It ie true that sometime in Vorember 1951 I approached HQREt with 

the purpose ef tending him te a one-week training courts in the vicinity of 
Velnholm/Borgstraeso* This course, however, did not toko place as was planned; 
so that X1SVZZ*, being in Weinhelm without funds, reported te the local polio# 
and had them notiffcnae* 

About the organisation, by which oartain people have been approached and 
a few thereof sent te a training course, 2 will explain the following: 

She organisation is not directed against the welfare of the federal Repub- 
lic or the present regime. *he aim ef the organisation was ts have at its dis- 
posal people who, because of their occupations and training, could avoid fal- 
ling into enemy heads in the event of a Soviet invasion or Communist coup. The 
recruited persons, en the contrary, are meant to work in connection with the 
Allies who are fitting the Soviets by damaging the enemy through acts of sab- 
otage, The intent of the training courses was to supply the participants with 
tactical and technical instruction.

the trainees, 2 will explain that I was commissioned 07 Profeasor XDifcLVALB 
mam* . 1 have known Professor WO/m for about two sad one-half years and 
have been his friend for seats time now. Sines X have eons to know HUBTfL as 
a "German* in the best sense during our acquaintance, and sines X cannot con- 
ceive of him having any anti-constitutional thoughts or dealings, I do not 
think it at all possible that any tendencies counter to the welfare of, or 
aimed at overthrowing, the State, can be imputed to the above mentioned organ- 
isation* X ay oe If would not have joined each an organisation because of ay 
upbringing and military past. However , it was known to no that the federal 
Government did not officially recognise the organisation, but that the organ- 
isation Mhi Aoltratta jm& maniona fry aaa,.al..thf wittrn aafflaattaa wm»» 

for this rsason, absolute secrooy was demanded, especially la order that no 
information might bo obtained by the Soviets. 

Prom private conversations with HUfffL, X know that as a refugse he has 
not glbsn up the idea of returning to his ho •n# land, X also know that he has 
at tines boon embittered by his treatment at a "war criminal” . Despite all 
this, BUXTTL is not the man to consider making our future a stubborn repetition 
of the Third Belch, 

for HUSSTTL to sympathise with righteat radical organisations is just 
as incoeelvablt as a tendency towards ths left.

Inclosed we rotors the attachments to referenced report, fho follow- 
ing attitude It token with regard to the affair. 

1. This place (station) has no thins to do with the laeldeat. 
There are no stations, schools, etc. In the named areas which have any 
connection whatever with this station. 

2. Of the naaed persons. Prof, Buettl Is known here. There are 
several reports that he lives In OAfiMISCB or BXRQHTSSGAIHEH. Barly la 
October, 1951 he was nosed a member of the BDJ is the Bavarian area, 
apparently In a control function (executive capacity). His subordinate 
in HD -natters was a certain Peters. 

In February 1952 it was reported that Huottl, a former Sudeten 
German, gymn teacher in <fanler High School#, reserve officer of the 
former Osechoslovakian Army, then German Amy, supposed bearer of the 
lights Grose, was active in the Presidium of the "German Tenth of the 
Bast", an anticommunist youth organisation. Ho collaborates with tJ. S, 
authorities and influences the youth to take part in partisan activities 
In the event of a Soviet occupation of West Germany. H© is supposedly 
buying ski huts in the mountains and caching weapons. In duly 1952 it 
was reported that Huottl was seeking contacts in the circles of the 
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Soda tea Qerman Societies, apparently with aa SB background. 

3 . By chance it boeaa# known that on tho ni$s.t of 13-14 September 
1952 the Heoolan State government carried cut a raid ea a Weapon* Caching 
Yearn of the BDJ which wae apparently operating la good • tending with U. S. 
group*. Alee in this connection, a certain HBfShS was reported, per hap* 
identical with the FXSK&S meatioaed hy thie • tatiea a* being connected with 
Soettl in October 1951* 

4. It ie poisible that the circle* naaed in Paragraph* 2 are the 
•erne a* those indicated in Paragraph 3 .

This station (etelle) would be thankful for a secure handing ef the 
enclosed Information since it involves people who, though they nay have 
cheaan an unreasonable course, are nonetheless ef a sincere Carman sentiment 
and anti-Soviet attitude.

1. Through an official liasoa her* oome additional reports of a 
"school" in the viainlty of Weinhela/Bergetraese. She reports concern 
courses of a "Bund Beuteoher Jugend* (BDJ) Croup, who hare boss planning 
aots of sabotage in the event of being over-run by the Soviets, and who 
are carrying out the easing of weapons in cooperation with U.8. serrice 
groups. On the 13th and 14th of Septeabor 1952 a raid was made on the 
group by the Hessian State Government, resulting in numerous arrests. 

It is suspected that tills action was an 3FD attack against the federal 
Government. 

2. Presumably, the "American Agents School* mentioned above is 
the "Hr. II School" of this BD J Group. This organisation has nothing 
to do with tho subject matter. It is therefore requested that further 
lnveetlgatien (called for la reply #7128^ bo instigated.
